In Mr, Sapiro’s now historical wheat pooi 
| speech he dealt at length with the subject 
| of elevators for the handling of grain contracted 
to the wheat poo!l. He outlined in some detail the 
procedure by which elevators were to be acquired 
By threat and boycott the awners of existing 
clevators were to be compelled to sell to the poo! 
at a sacrifice price. These are not the words le 
used, but that is the idea that he conveyed and 
that he intended to convey. Elevators are neces 
sary to the marketing of grain. The pool (not yet 
organized) had no elevators. To take those al 
ready existing on the pool’s own terms was &
